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In  this  issue  of  The  Andrean  we 
take  a  look  at  sports  from  this  Spring 
and  one  long-ago  when  cricket  and 
track  and  field  were  the  only  sports 
played  in  the  third  term. 

In  his  Prize  Day  speech 
Headmaster  Bedard  reported  on  the 
wide  variety  of  sports  available  at 
St.  Andrew's.  During  the  past  school 
year  there  were  fifty-eight  teams 
from  nineteen  different  sports  that 
represented  St.  Andrew's  in  competition 
with  other  independent  and  public 
Schools. 

The  School's  Track  and  Field  team 
has  experienced  unbelievable 
success  during  the  1990's.  From 
1990  to  1995  inclusive,  the  track  and 
field  team  won  six  consecutive 
championships  in  the  Conference  of 
Independent  Schools'  Athletic 
Association  (C.I.S.A.A.).  Their  run 
was  stopped  last  spring  by  a  razor- 
thin  second-place  finish.  We  salute 
head  coach  David  Galajda  for  all  six 
winning  seasons  and  for  his 
outstanding  efforts  with  the  student 
athletes. 

Cricket  receives  a  'tip  of  the  hat' 
in  this  issue.  Coach  Peter  Carnegie 
reports  on  a  most  successful 
season,  one  that  had  promise  of  a 
championship  and  ended  with  a 
strong  second-place  finish.  Peter 
has  returned  home  to  attend  the 
University  of  Auckland  in  New 
Zealand  and  we  wish  him  all  the 
best. 

Badminton  and  Lacrosse  have 
been  added  to  the  spring  sports 
agenda  in  recent  years  and  both 
programs  are  building.

St.  Andrew's  College  student  Daniel 
Wells  won  the  1996  Canadian  Junior 
Triathlon  Championships  held  in  St. 
Albert,  Alberta,  on  Sunday,  August 

th,  with  a  personal  best  total  time 
of  1:50:50. 

Daniel  knocked  ten  minutes  from 
his  previous  best  time  of  2:00:34  for 
the  Olympic  distance  triathlon.  He 
was  first  out  of  the  lake  at  Atlas 
Beach  Resort  with  a  1 500  m  swim  of 
19:05  minutes,  a  40  km  bike  of  55:33 
minutes  and  the  fastest  run  of  all 
competitors  twenty  years  and  under. 
Daniel  completed  the  10  km  run 
through  Sturgeon  River  Valley  in 
36:12  minutes. 

Although  Daniel  won  the  race  and 
is  the  fastest  Junior  in  the  16/17  age 
group  in  Canada,  he  will  not  be 
permitted  to  represent  Canada  and 
race  at  the  World  Championships  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  this  year,  since  he  is 
not  yet  sixteen. 
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R  ugby  at  the  College  owes  its 
existence  to  Courtney  Stoate,  a  former 
Housemaster  of  Flavelle  House  and 
French  teacher.  He  started  the 
program  in  the  early  1960's  with  the 
introduction  of  the  'seven-a-side'  game. 
As  the  name  suggests,  the  team 
consists  of  seven  players,  three 
forwards  and  four  backs.  It  is  played  on 
a  full-sized  football  field  and  a  game 
consists  of  two  seven-minute  halves 
with  a  one-minute  rest  period.  Given 
the  real  estate  involved,  one  has  to  be 
in  tremendous  physical  shape  and  very 
fleet  of  foot  to  participatp  One  mistake 
and  your  opponent  scores. 

The  College  was  very  involved  in 
nurturing  the  game  of  Rugby  in 
Ontario  high  schools.  St.  Andrew's  ran 
the  biggest  invitational  tournament  in 
the  province  and  teams  came  from  as 
far  away  as  Kingston,  London  and 
Parry  Sound  to  participate. 
Competition  took  place  in  four 
divisions  —  Midget,  Junior,  Senior, 
and  Open.  All  but  the  latter  had  very 
definite  age  and  weight  requirements. 
But  the  'glamour  division'  was 
certainly  the  Open  Division. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the 
annual  Ontario  Rugby  Union  High 
School  Championships  held  at 
Fletcher's  Fields  just  south  of 
Gormley. 

St.  Andrew's  had  a  lot  of  success 
in  the  ORU  Tournament,  primarily  in 
the  Open  Division.  Commencing  in 
1967,  the  College  won  three 
championships  in  a  row.  Often  the 
finalists  were  S.A.C.  and  T.C.S.  so 
there  was  another  agenda  at  play 
when  each  team  took  to  the  field! 


In  1967,  St.  Andrew's  won  the  first  of  three  consecutive  Ontario  Rugby  Union  High

Members  of  the  first  championship 
team  in  1967  were  David  Kitchen  '67 
and  his  brother  Paul  '70,  Glenn 
Mason  '67,  Bob  Sommerville  '67,  Ken 
Woods  '68,  David  Whiteside  '68  and 
Jim  Prill  '67. 

The  last  big  seven-a-side 
tournament  was  held  in  1972  and 
the  College  lost  in  double  overtime 
to  a  team  from  Pickering  High 
School.  The  final  consisted  of  two 
ten-minute  halves  and  two  ten- 
minute  sudden-death  overtime 
periods.  The  winning  try  was  scored 
when  a  Pickering  player  literally 
crawled  over  the  goal  line  just 
before  the  end  of  the  second 
overtime.  To  say  that  both  teams 


were  physically  exhausted  is  an 
understatement. 

Commencing  in  1973  all  Ontario 
high  schools  moved  to  the  fifteen-a- 
side game  and  the  ORU  turned  over 
the  championships  to  OFSAA. 
'Sevens'  now  are  played  usually  at 
the  end  of  the  season  as  part  of  a 
'friendly  competition',  if  this  is  not  a 
contradiction  in  terms!  With  a  heavy 
schedule  of  CISAA  games,  the 
College  is  unable  to  play  in  the  local 
high  school  league  which  is  the 
route  which  must  be  taken  to  reach 
the  OFSAA  provincial 
championships. 

Geoffrey  R.  Smith 
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In  June  1995,  Toronto  Globe  and 
Mail  journalist  William  Houston 
reported  that  an  Andrean  could  be 
included  in  the  list  of  Canada's 
leading  athletes  of  this  century. 
Names  like  Gordie  Howe,  Wayne 
Gretzky  or  Lionel  Conacher  come  to 
mind  as  members  of  this  list,  but 
what  about  Donald  Day  Carrick? 

Who  is  Don  Carrick?  Don  entered 
St.  Andrew's  on  September  17,  1917, 
at  the  age  of  eleven  and  graduated 
in  1924.  During  his  seven  years  at 
S.A.C.,  he  had  an  outstanding 
career,  both  academically  and 
athletically.  In  his  graduating  year  . 
he  was  first  in  his  class,  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Cadet  Corps  band 
and  a  prefect.  In  sports  he  was  a 
member  of  the  First  team  in 
hockey,  rugby,  cricket  and  soccer 
and  was  a  wrestling  and  boxing 
champion.  Although  there  is  no 
record  of  Don  playing  golf  while  at 
St.  Andrew's,  he  did  write  a  very 
informative  article  about  golf  for 
The  Review  in  the  fall  of  1923. 

He  was  considered  Canada's  best 
all-round  athlete  in  the  1920's  and 
in  the  voting  for  the  athlete  of  the 
half-century,  Carrick  finished 
second  to  Lionel  Conacher. 
As  a  16  year  old,  he  was  quarter 
finalist  in  Canadian  Amateur  Golf. 
He  was  runner-up  in  the  U.S. 
Junior  Boys'  championship  in 
Chicago  at  the  age  of  17.  In  1925,  at 
age  18,  he  won  the  Canadian 
Amateur  Golf  Men's  title.  He  also 
was  low  amateur  in  the  qualifying 
round  of  the  Western  Open  in 
Chicago  with  a  two-under-par  score 


of  69,  and  was  tied  for  the  lead  with 
ledgendary  Walter  Hagen  after  the 
first  round. 

Following  St.  Andrew's,  Don  went 
on  to  further  his  education  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  where  he  was 
an  honours  graduate  in  English  and 
History  and  a  scholarship  winner. 
He  later  earned  a  Law  Degree  with 
honours  at  Harvard  Law  School  and 
was  an  honours  graduate  at 
Osgoode  Hall  Law  School. 

Don  Carrick  was  also  a  first  class 
football  player  (tackle  and  guard  on 


two  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
Varsity's  intercollegiate 
championship  teams),  an  all  star 
defenceman  in  hockey  for  the 
Varsity  Blues,  (he  scored  the 
winning  goal  against  Yale  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  in  New 
York).  He  was  also  a  skilled  boxer. 
At  U  of  T  in  1927,  as  inter-collegiate 
boxing  champion  of  Canada,  he  won 
against  the  pick  of  U.S.  naval  and 
military  colleges. 

He  did  not  defend  his  Canadian 
Amateur  Golf  title  in  1928.  Instead, 
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he  directed  all  his  energies  to 
winning  Olympic  honours  for 
Canada  as  a  light-heavyweight 
boxer.  In  the  1928  Olympics  in 
Amsterdam,  he  won  his  first  round 
match,  but  in  the  second  round  he 
was  beaten  on  points  by  the 
eventual  Olympic  gold  medal 
winner  Victor  Avendano  from 
Argentina.  Carrick  placed  fifth. 
In  the  winter  of  1929,  while 
taking  law  courses  at  Harvard,  he 
entered  the  boxing  competitions, 
and  in  one  evening  he  won  both 
the  light-heavyweight  and 
heavyweight  titles. 


He  won  the  Ontario  amateur  golf 
title  once  again  in  1933.  While  Don 
then  retired  from  first  class 
competitive  golf,  there  would  be 
one  last  "hurrah"  for  the  tall, 
muscular  185-pound  golfer  who  had 
established  so  many  course  records 
in  the  Toronto  area.  It  came  in 
1937,  shortly  before  his  31st 
birthday,  when  he  toured  his  home 
course,  The  Scarborough  Golf  and 
Country  Club. 

In  a  friendly  match  against  the 
former  club  champion,  Dr.  Alex 
Elliott,  Carrick  shot  a  32  -  31  —  63, 
a  record  that  still  stands  in 
amateur  competition;  only  a 
professional,  Danny  Talbot,  beat  it 
in  the  first  round  of  the  1987  CPGA. 
Golf  became  his  pastime  and  his 
continuing  pleasure.  He  set  out  to 
apply  himself  to  his  law  practice 


with  the  same  dedication  and 
earnestness  he  had  given  to  golf 
and  boxing. 

Don  married  Elizabeth  Bunker  in 
1934  and  they  had  two  children, 
George  and  Ellen.  He  joined  the 
Royal  Canadian  Artillery  at  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  II  and  went 
overseas  in  1941.  At  the  time  of  his 
enlistment,  he  was  a  partner  in  the 
Toronto  law  firm  of  Slaght, 
Ferguson  and  Carrick. 

In  June  of  1944  he  became  a 
Major,  Judge  Advocate  General's 
Branch,  and  was  promoted  to 
Lieutenant  Colonel  in  September  of 
the  same  year.  He  was  named  an 
Officer  of  the  Order  of  the  British 
Empire  (OBE)  in  1946. 

In  1954,  Carrick  won  the  riding  of 
Trinity  in  Toronto  in  a  federal  by- 
election  following  the  death  of  the 
aforementioned  Lionel  Conacher. 

Donald  Day  Carrick  was  inducted 
into  the  University  of  Toronto 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1989.

Joining  Bob  as  1996  inductees  are 
hockey  legend  Guy  LaFleur  from  tin- 
Montreal  Canadiens;  the  equestrian  team 
of  Ian  Miller  and  his  famous  horse  Big  Ben; 
world  ice-dancing  champions  Lloyd  Ei 
and  Isabelle  Brasseur  and,  in  the  builder 
category,  figure  skating  coach  Ellen  Burka. 

This  latest  sports  honour  for  the 
Headmaster  will  be  added  to  his 
memberships  in  The  Canadian  Tennis  Hall 
of  Fame  [  1992  ] ,  Quebec  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  ( 1991 ) ,  The  Amateur  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  1 1974 1  and  Loyola  College  Hall  of 
Fame  [1971]. 

Bob  was  the  number-one-ranked  tennis 
player  in  Canada  for  ten  years  1 ! 
and  a  member  of  Canada's  Davis  Cup  n 
in  1953-1961  and  again  in  1967.  lie  won  a 
gold  medal  for  his  country  at.  the  Pan  Am 
Games  and  is  the  last  native  Canadian  to 
win  the  Canadian  Open  as  Men's  Singles 
Champion  in  1955, 1956,  and  19 
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Our  1st  XI  Cricket  team  was  an 
international  team.  It  consisted  of 
captain,  Richard  Lewis  (Barbados), 
vice  captain,  Amaz  Taufique  (India), 
Sean  Cozier  (Virgin  Islands),  Martin 
Landry  (South  Africa),  Victor 
Richards  (Bermuda),  Jonathan 
Dougall  (Jamaica),  Navindra 
Maharaj  (Trinidad),  Wan  Ki  Park 
(Korea),  William  Mercer  (England), 
David  Sudolski  (Antigua),  Nick 
Abraham  (Canada),  Robert  Christie 
(Bahamas),  Hugh  Siddeley 
(Canada),  Michael  Jones 
(Venezuela),  Coach  Carnegie 
(Australia)  and  Coach  Harris 
(Barbados)  —  fourteen  different 
countries  in  all! 

It  started  on  a  cold,  wet  night  in 
March  in  the  warmth  of  the  big  gym. 
The  trials  had  started  and  from  that 
point  on,  an  intensive  series  of  day 
and  night  practices  was  held.  During 
our  peak,  the  squad  was  training  in 
excess  of  fifteen  hours  a  week. 
Optional  practices  were  offered  on 
Sundays  downtown  and  everyone 
was  there.  The  hours  of  practice 
showed;  with  a  team  with  only  one 
club  cricketer  on  it,  we  started  to 
become  confident  and  keen. 

Our  first  game  was  at  the  Maple 
Leaf  Cricket  Club  in  King  City 
versus  the  defending  C.I.S.A.A 
champions,  Trinity  College  School. 
We  lost  the  toss  and  were  sent  into 
bat  -  a  common  call  at  this  level  of 
cricket.  169  runs  and  a  few  6's  later 
(one  over  the  club  house),  it  was 
our  turn  to  bowl.  The  bowling  was 
on  line  and  length,  and  though  only 
one  wicket  was  taken,  three

devastating  runouts  from  our  field 
proved  too  much  for  Trinity  to 
handle.  Man  of  the  Match  was  Amaz 
Taufique  with  79  runs. 

Next  was  Ridley  at  home.  Again 
we  were  sent  in  to  bat.  After  our 
allotted  40  overs  we  had  posted  103 
runs  -  Martin  Landry  with  31  of 
them.  With  under  three  runs  an  over 
required  for  Ridley  to  beat  us,  our 
fielding  had  to  be  superb  and  it  was. 
A  wicketless  first  five  overs  must 
have  set  a  fire  under  the  pants  of 
our  lads  because  in  the  next  15 
overs,  8  wickets  fell.  Man  of  the 
Match  was  Richard  Lewis  with  6 
wickets  and  a  run  out. 

It  was  the  turn  of  that  team  from 
Toronto  to  visit.  With  extensive 


experience  over  our  lads,  the  game 
looked  daunting.  Incredibly,  we  won 
the  toss  and  U.C.C.  was  up  to  bat. 
Again,  our  bowling  was  terrific.  We 
had  them  44  for  5  but  unfortunately 
with  such  huge  depth  in  their 
batting  order  they  scored  141  runs 
all  out.  The  weather  turned  bleak 
and  when  the  game  was  officially 
called  off  by  the  umpires  we  needed 
4  runs  per  over.  Man  of  the  Match 
was  Martin  Landry,  with  one  of  his 
three  wickets  getting  U.C.C.'s  most 
talented  batsman  out. 

It  was  time  to  go  on  the  road  and 
we  had  to  do  a  double  header  — 
Ridley  on  Saturday  and  Trinity  on 
Sunday.  A  beautiful  day  met  us  in  St. 
Catharines  and  Mr.  Chris  Loat,  a

good  friend  and  coach  of  cricket  for 
nearly  30  years,  hosted  the  St. 
Andrew's  lads.  Slowly  but  surely,  we 
prevailed  and  plugged  it  back  in  the 
27th  over.  Man  of  the  Match  was 
Sean  Cozier,  our  opener,  with  his 
unbeaten  23. 

Sunday  was  Trinity  and  this  time 
we  were  off  to  Port  Hope.  Trinity 
batted  and  made  139.  We  replied 
with  107.  Economical  bowling  from 
Taufique  and  Mercer  and  solid  runs 
from  Cozier  with  30  and  Richards 
with  21  were  high  points  of  the  game 
for  us.  We  played  U.C.C.  the 
following  Wednesday  knowing  we 
couldn't  clinch  the  championship 
and  this  could  have  been  a  factor  in 
their  making  202  runs.  We  fought 
back  and  had  them  nervous  when 
Taufique  made  a  very  quick  40  with 
four  sixes  and  a  boundary.  Good 
batting  from  Landry  and  Richards 
also  contributed  to  S.A.C.  making 
114  runs. 

This  is  my  fourth  and  final  season 
coaching  cricket  at  St.  Andrew's.  I 
will  leave  with  very  fond  memories 
of  these  years,  but  especially  of  this 
one.  Although  not  high  in 
experience  and  skill,  the  team  this 
year  put  full  effort  into  every 
training  session  and  into  every 
match.  We  were  the  most  humorous, 
loud  and  supportive  team  one  could 
ever  wish  for,  which  made  this  my 
favorite  team  to  coach. 

And  finally...  I  would  like  to  make 
a  plea  to  all  the  faculty,  students 
and  alumni  -  keep  cricket  alive!  It  is 
a  tradition  that  has  been  at  S.A.C. 
since  1899,  along  with  Hockey  and 
Football.  Whatever  your  opinion  of 
the  sport,  and  I  have  heard  all  of 
them,  St.  Andrew's  College  would 
lose  a  huge  part  of  its  heritage  if 
cricket  were  to  be  abandoned.

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The  initials  that  Jack  Dyment  is 
eligible  to  use  after  his  name  merely 
hint  at  the  honours,  awards,  and 
designations  that  he  has  received 
over  a  career  that  began  when  he 
graduated  from  St.  Andrew's  College 
in  1924.  The  scope  of  his 
accomplishments  is  as  broad  as  the 
list  is  long.  The  awards  began  in 
1927  when,  following  three  summers 
at  Camp  Borden,  Jack  received  the 
'Sword  of  Honour'  as  top  cadet  in  the 
R.C.A.F.  Officers  Flying  Training 
Course.  This  success,  along  with  his 
engineering  training  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  propelled  Jack 
into  aeronautics  while  the  industry 
was  still  in  its  infancy.  In  1938,  he 
became  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Trans 
Canada  Airlines/Air  Canada,  a 
position  he  held  for  thirty  years, 
before  employing  his  experience  as 
Vice  President  of  an  aviation 
consulting  firm. 

Throughout  his  career,  Jack  was 
recognized  for  his  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  field  of  aviation. 
In  1964,  he  was  elected  President  of 
the  40,000  member  Society  of 
Automotive  Engineers  in  the  U.S.A., 
the  only  foreigner  to  hold  this 
position  in  the  Society's  sixty-year 
history.  In  1969,  he  became 
President  of  the  Canadian 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Institute,  and 
was  awarded  the  University  of 
Toronto  Engineering  Alumni  Medal, 
one  of  only  nineteen  graduates  to 
have  been  so  honoured  in  the 
Faculty's  seventy-year  history.  In 
1973,  Jack  was  awarded  Doctor  of 
Laws  by  the  University;  in  1987,  he 


was  inducted  into  the  Canadian 
Aviation  Hall  of  Fame;  and  in  1991, 
he  was  invited  to  become  a  Member 
of  the  Order  of  Canada,  the  highest 
honour  bestowed  upon  a  Canadian 
citizen  for  superior  accomplishments 
and  service  to  the  country. 

The  preceding  chronicle 
represents  a  fraction  of  the  honours 
that  Jack  has  received  throughout 
his  career.  A  walk  through  his 
Toronto  apartment  gives  visual 
evidence  to  the  measure  and  breadth 
of  his  accomplishments.  The  walls 
and  tables  are  laden  with  plaques, 
medals  of  honour,  trophies, 
diplomas,  pictures,  and 
congratulatory  letters.  Among  these 
mementos  are  four  gold  medals  that 
Jack  won  as  the  Fencing  Champion 
in  the  late  1920's,  numerous  medals 
in  track,  wrestling  and  shooting,  the 
1987  best  paper  of  the  year  award  for 
the  Canadian  Aviation  Historical 
Society,  and  the  1904  King's  Plate 
Trophy,  won  by  the  horse  "Sapper", 
which  was  trained  by  Jack's  father. 

Though  he  is  now  91,  Jack's 
apartment  does  not  simply  function 
as  a  shrine  to  the  past.  Among  the 
memorabilia  are  videos,  a  computer, 
a  photocopier,  an  electronic 
keyboard,  a  large  music  collection, 
and  an  impressive  library  of 
historical  books  that  he  plans  to 
donate  to  S.A.C.  Judging  by  the 
energy  with  which  Jack  still 
operates,  it  is  not  surprising  that  in 
1927,  he  was  the  first  Canadian  to  do 
a  delayed  parachute  jump,  free- 
falling  for  1,000  feet,  and  take 
pictures  on  the  way  down! 

A  story  about  Jack  Dyment  is  not 
just  a  story  about  awards  and 
accomplishments.  He  has  a  unique 
vision  that  has  guided  him  through 
the  turbulence  of  the  twentieth 
century.  His  basic  philosophies  are  to 
"let  go  the  past",  "respond  to  today", 
and  "be  one  who  claims  the  future". 
He  advises  choosing  a  career  based 
on  love  for  the  job,  not  on  the 
amount  of  money  it  pays.  He 
advocates  reading  (he  has  read  each 
of  the  "100  Great  Books  of  the 
Western  World",  some  a  number  of 


times),  and  credits  a  thirst  for 
knowledge  for  much  of  his  success. 
Jack  also  admits,  however,  that  many 
of  his  accomplishments  would  not 
have  been  possible  without  "potluck 
all  the  way  through,"  a  claim  that  he 
is  ready  to  support  with  evidence. 

Jack  can  recount  twenty-seven 
episodes  of  impending  demise 
throughout  his  life,  eighteen  of 
which  were  overcome  strictly  by 
luck.  Once,  while  working  in  a  power 
plant  during  his  St.  Andrew's  days, 
Jack  was  pulling  a  cable  and  fell  off 
a  beam,  100  yards  above  the  ground. 
Fortunately,  the  cable  came  to  an 
end  when  Jack  was  horizontal,  and 
he  was  able  to  pull  himself  back  up. 
A  few  years  later,  a  spring  from  a 
truck  came  crashing  through  Jack's 
windshield  and  ricocheted  off  his 
steering  wheel,  dropping  innocently 
to  the  floor.  Just  one  inch  above  or 
below,  and  the  hit  would  have  been 
direct. 

Jack  enjoys  recounting  the 
numerous  examples  of  his  luck,  and 
they  are  very  compelling.  But  the 
impression  that  Jack  leaves  with  his 
listener  is  not  of  a  lucky  man,  but  of 
a  man  who  has  eagerly  embraced  the 
future,  while  taking  the  time  to 
appreciate  the  present.  Jack  comes 
from  a  different  era  than  most 
Andreans  who  will  read  this  articl 
When  he  attended  St.  Andrew's,  th 
campus  was  still  in  Rosedale,  and 
the  unpaved  road  to  Aurora  was 
travelled  by  horse  and  buggy.  Jack 
provides  us  with  a  legacy  of 
accomplishments  and  a  vision  for 
success  that  has,  and  will  continue 
to  transcend  the  generations.

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This  school  year  was  declared  to 
be  the  'Year  of  Music'  at  St. 
Andrew's,  and  our  various  musical 
ensembles  performed  at  many 
functions  such  as  the  Art  Show, 
Carol  Service,  Focus  and  the  Cadet 
Inspection.  Concerts  were  also  given 
for  the  Ladies'  Guild,  Entrance  Day 
and  at  morning  chapel  services. 

A  band  of  woodwind,  brass  and 
percussion  players  comprised  of 
twenty-six  students,  two  faculty 
members  and  conductor,  performed 
for  all  of  those  in  attendance  on 
Prize  Day.  Although  the  musical 
obligations  consisted  of  the  playing 
of  marches,  the  Vice-Regal  Salute 
and  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Hymn, 
their  efforts  and  achievements  that 
day  reflect  the  work  that  music  and 
band  students  have  undertaken 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Many  of  those  musicians  did  not 
play  an  instrument  when  they  came 
to  the  School  and,  in  order  to  be 
able  to  perform  on  the  very  last  day 
of  the  school  year,  one  requires 
dedication. 

The  instrumental  music  program 
is  one  of  the  many  musical 
endeavours  in  which  an  Andrean 
can  participate.  During  the  past 
year,  many  of  the  young  men  of  St. 
Andrew's  performed  with  the 
concern  band,  jazz  ensemble,  brass 
ensemble,  woodwind  ensemble, 
saxophone  quartet,  beginners'  band 
and  the  Cadet  Corps  Pipes  and 
Drums.  The  majority  of  students 
participating  in  the  ensembles  were 
athletes  and  scholars  as  well  as 
musicians,  and  the  time  demands 


placed  upon  them  by  their  teachers, 
coaches  and  conductors  was  truly 
onerous.  However,  the  spirit  and 
ever-increasing  musicianship  of  the 
bands  never  wavered. 

Playing  music  before  an  audience 
is  the  ultimate  goal  of  all  musicians; 
however,  the  training  of  young 
musicians  begins  in  the  classroom 
and  not  on  the  performance  stage. 
Musical  instruction  on  woodwind, 
brass  and  percussion  instruments  is 
offered  from  grade  seven  through  to 
the  O.A.C.  (Ontario  Academic 
Credit)  level.  The  teaching  of  music 
as  a  performing  art  concerns  itself 
primarily  with  the  acquisition  of 
musical  skills  through  the  learning, 
practising  and  playing  of  musical 
etudes  and  compositions.  Although 


the  emphasis  within  the  curriculum 
is  on  performance,  the  music 
program  also  incorporates  a  broad- 
based  non-performance  curriculum 
at  each  grade  level.  Students 
explore  the  concepts  of  musical 
theory,  as  well  as  the  study  of 
musical  history,  musical  forms  and 
structures  through  the  examination 
of  great  works  throughout  all 
periods  of  music. 

The  Music  Department  is 
currently  housed  in  the  basement  of 
the  Great  Hall.  While  this  space  is 
far  from  ideal,  it  does  consist  of  two 
teaching  studios  and  four  practice 
rooms,  as  well  as  instrumental 
repair  and  storage  space.  Pianos  for 
the  use  of  the  students  are  located 
at  various  venues  throughout  the 
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School.  The  most  recent  piano 
acquired  by  the  School  was  donated 
by  the  Ladies'  Guild  and  is  located  in 
the  Memorial  Chapel.  The 
instrumental  music  library  includes 
over  five  hundred  works  for  wind 
and  jazz  ensembles  as  well  as 
holdings  for  soloists  and  chamber 
groups.  The  Department  also  is 
blessed  with  a  substantial  musical 
library  of  sound  recordings,  much  of 
it  donated  by  members  of  the 
Andrean  family,  in  particular,  Mrs. 
Florence  McEachren,  in  memory  of 
her  husband  Frank,  SAC.  1931- 
1937. 

Music  at  St.  Andrew's  is  but  one  of 
many  programs  which  allow  our 
students  to  become  well-rounded 
individuals  and  we  hope  to  make 
every  year  'The  Year  of  Music'.

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April  20th  marked  the  end  of  an 
exciting  adventure  for  eight  fortunate 
Andreans.  It  was  on  that  day  that  they 
returned  from  six  fascinating  weeks 
in  the  Himalayas  of  Nepal.  Once 
again,  in  1996,  St.  Andrew's  students 
aided  in  the  humanitarian  work  of 
the  Sir  Edmund  Hillary  Foundation. 
Hillary,  the  New  Zealand  explorer 
who  conquered  Mount  Everest  in 
1953,  has  dedicated  his  life  to  the  aid 
of  the  native  people  of  Nepal.  The  St. 
Andrew's  Society  for  Service  in  Nepal 
has  supported  the  Hillary  Foundation 
for  the  last  six  years  by  sending  three 
groups  of  students  to  the  remote 
village  of  Thayngboche  to  aid  in  the 
ongoing  restoration  of  the  main 
Buddhist  monastery  of  the  Everest 
region. 

"1  first  got  interested  in  the  trip 
about  three  years  ago,"  explains  Mike 
Graaf,  "I  thought  it  might  be  a  fun, 
interesting  and  worthwhile 
experience  to  join  the  next 
expedition."  Mike  and  his  se 
companions,  including  teachers  David 
Gaertner  and  Greg  Shields,  left 
Toronto  shortly  after  the  starl  of  the 
Spring  Break.  Along  the  way.  short 
stops  in  Singapoi 
city  of  Kathmandu  enabled  the  group 

climatize  first  to  the  jet  lag  of 
change  of  eleven  time  zones,  then  to 
the  large  increases  in  altitude  and 
finally  to  the  cultural  awakening  that 
greeted  them. 

The  first  shock  came  when  we  left 
the  airport  in  Kathmandu,"  remarked 


Graeme  Martin. "  I've  only  seen 
poverty  like  that  on  TV  —  it's  more 
disturbing  to  see  it  first  hand,"  he 
added.  "What  we  saw  was  lots  of 
poverty,  cars  being  driven  all  over  the 
road  and  tons  of  garbage  everywhere.

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Dear  Mr.  Bedard, 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that,  because 
of  the  Bicentennial  Celebrations  of 
the  founding  of  Yonge  Street,  the 
following  may  be  a  timely  article  for 
the  next  edition  of  The  Andrean. 

During  my  years  at  St.  Andrew's 
(1936-41),  my  interest  in  the  Cody 
family  history  was  stimulated  by  the 
late  Dr.  Percy  J.  Robinson.  Dr. 
Robinson  was  a  Master  at  St. 
Andrew's  and  also  a  well-known 
student  of  and  writer  on  early 
Canadian  history.  His  book,  Toronto 
During  the  French  Regime,  is  the 
definitive  history  of  the  area  for  this 
period.  Dr.  Robinson  also  had  a  keen 
interest  in  painting.  He  studied  at 
the  Ontario  College  of  Art  and  was 
caught  up  in  the  Group  of  Seven 
movement  by  one  of  his  former 
pupils,  Lawren  Harris,  SAC.  1899- 
1903.  Dr.  Robinson's  paintings  were 
frequently  exhibited  with  the  Group 
of  Seven. 

My  memory  of  Dr.  Robinson  was 
of  a  kindly,  patient  and  deliberate 
master  who  tried  (not  always 
successfully)  to  instil  an  interest  in 
Latin  and  French  to  Andreans  more 
interested  in  hockey.  As  a  daily 
event,  we  used  to  gather  on  the  steps 
ofDunlap  Hall  before  morning 
classes  to  await  Percy  as  he  slowly 
and  carefully  drove  his  1928 
Chevrolet  sedan  sedately  by.  His  safe 
arrival  was  always  greeted  with 
applause  and  cheers  as  he  passed  by. 

The  Yonge  Street  /Buffalo  Bill' 
Connection 

During  his  research  into  early 
archival  records,  Dr.  Robinson 


discovered  that  Joseph  Cody  (1757- 
1810)  was  granted  two  hundred 
acres  on  Yonge  Street  in  1799,  that 
being  Lot  No.  83  in  the  First 
Concession,  west  side  of  Yonge  Street 
of  the  Township  of  King,  in  the 
County  of  York,  Home  District.  This 
property,  just  north  of  Aurora,  is 
occupied  by  St.  Andrew's  College. 
Joseph's  son  Jay,  my  namesake,  took 
an  active  part  in  the  rebellion  of 
1837  and  as  a  result,  spent  eleven 
months  in  the  Toronto  Jail  and  Fort 
Henry,  Kingston,  (see  The  Lives  and 
Times  of  the  Patriots  by  E.C.  Guillet, 
p.  251).  Joseph  was  the  northern- 
most settler  on  Yonge  Street  at  that 
time  and  was  my  great,  great,  great 
grandfather. 

As  a  condition  of  the  land  grant 
signed  by  Peter  Russell  in  1802, 
settlers  were  required  to  clear  and 
maintain  that  portion  of  the  public 
road  abutting  their  property.  The 
original  pathway  deviated  from  the 
surveyed  line  wherever  it  was 
convenient  for  ease  of  travel.  This 
was  the  case  at  Lot  83  (St.  Andrew's 
College)  where  the  pathway  veered 
east  to  follow  the  high  ground.  This 
jog  is  still  called  Old  Yonge  Street  at 
this  point.  Joseph  Cody,  taking  his 
obligation  seriously,  did  such  a 
conscientious  job  of  clearing  the 
surveyed  road  allowance  and 
installing  tamarack  corduroy 
sections  across  the  low  and  swampy 
areas  that  settlers  travelling  the  road 
were  able  to  bypass  the  deviation  to 
the  east.  This  infuriated  the  tavern 
owner  on  the  Old  Yonge  Street  section 
who  saw  his  transient  trade 
diminish  dramatically.  The  issue 
was  an  ongoing  dispute  between 
Joseph  Cody,  the  residents  on  Old 
Yonge  Street  and  the  local  township 
council  for  years.  Joseph  was 
charged  with  sedition  in  1809 
because  of  his  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Family  Compact'  and  the  arrogance 
of  the  local  bureaucracy  but  the 
charge  was  dismissed  as  a  result  of 
support  and  testimony  of  his  friend 
Jesse  Ketchum  (1782-1867),  a  leading 
merchant,  landowner  and 
philanthropist.  Ketchum  is  most 


often  remembered  for  his  dedicated 
work  to  establish  common  schools.  In 
politics,  he  strongly  opposed  the 
Family  Compact  and  helped 
organize  numerous  reform 
committees  and  associations. 
Following  the  Rebellion  of  1837,  he 
moved  to  the  United  States. 

In  1909,  when  Col.  Wm.  Frederick 
Cody  (Buffalo  Bill)  brought  his  wild 
west  show  to  Sunlight  Park  in 
Toronto,  my  grandfather  took  my 
father  and  his  brothers  to  Toronto  to 
meet  their  famous  cousin. 

Col.  William  Frederick  Cody 
(Buffalo  Bill)  was  my  second  cousin 
three  times  removed. 

Jay  Cody  '41 

Jay  Cody  attended  St.  Andrew's 
from  1936  -  41.  He  was  Curator  at 
Stephen  Leacock  House  in  Orillia 
for  seventeen  years  until  his 
retirment  in  1993. 
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let  those  who  come  after  see  to  it  that  their  names  be 
not  forgotten,  and  their  sacrifice  has  not  been  in  vain. " 


Six-hundred  and  fifty-three  Andreans  served  their  country  with  distinction  in  World  War  I  and 
five-hundred  and  ninety-four  fought  for  the  Allies  in  the  Second  World  War.

Perhaps  the  least  heralded 
constituency  of  the  School  is  the 
Board  of  Governors.  May  I  express 
my  gratitude  to  the  Board  and  its 
committee  members  who  work 
silently  in  the  background.  Without 
their  loyalty,  sound  judgement  and 
global  understanding  of  the  issues 
that  face  St.  Andrew's,  Prize  Day 
would  be  a  shallow  exercise,  indeed. 

Today,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  pay  tribute  to  Peter 
Harris,  who  has  had  an  extremely 
difficult  year,  contending  bravely 
with  ill  health.  Peter  has  served  the 


School  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for 
over  seventeen  years.  He  is  a 
guiding  light  for  St.  Andrew's,  always 
relating  any  new  information,  be  it 
literary,  academic  or  political  to  the 
best  interests  of  all  of  us.  Progress 
and  development  of  the  students 
and  the  staff  are  uppermost  in  his 
mind  at  all  times.  Regardless  of 
Peter's  personal  circumstances  this 
past  year,  he  has  kept  in  constant 
touch,  always  wrestling  with  ideas 
and  plans  which  will  benefit  each 
and  every  one  of  us  and  the  School 
we  all  love.  I,  for  one,  am  deeply 
indebted  to  him  both  personally  and 
professionally  for  his  wisdom,  his 
strength  and  his  devotion,  and  will 
continue  to  count  on  him. 

At  least  once  every  seven  years, 
the  Canadian  Educational  Standards 
Institute  conducts  an  evaluation  of 
its  participating  schools.  For  a  four- 
day  period  this  past  April,  an  eleven- 
member  team,  chosen  from  various 
departments  of  other  independent 


schools,  assessed  every  aspect  of  St. 
Andrew's.  For  three  months  prior  to 
this,  we  conducted  an  internal 
evaluation  under  the  competent 
leadership  of  Mr.  Greg  Dominato. 
Many  members  of  our  Board, 
parents,  staff,  and  students  took  an 
active  part  in  the  process.  Their 
involvement  is  much  appreciated. 

I  would  like  to  read  the  first  two 
paragraphs  of  the  report  submitted 
by  the  Institute. 

"The  committee  enjoyed  the  warm 
welcome  and  cooperation  of  all 
constituencies  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
community.  Our  efforts  were 
facilitated  in  every  way,  and  we 
would  like  to  express  our  gratitude." 
"The  School's  internal  evaluation, 
while  complete,  did  not  do  full 
justice  to  the  depth  and  scope  of  the 
supportive  educational  environment 
that  we  discovered  in  this  excellent 
School." 

A  few  years  ago,  our  Academic 
Director  set  a  goal  whereby  twenty- 
five  percent  of  the  student  body 
would  obtain  First  Class  Honours. 
This  goal  has  been  surpassed.  In 
fact,  today,  thirty-one  percent  of  the 
students  will  come  forward  to 
receive  their  general  proficiency 
prizes.  Thirty-eight  graduates  are 
Ontario  Scholars  —  another  record. 
So  far,  ten  boys  have  been  offered 
scholarships  from  universities  across 
the  country,  and  just  about  every 
graduate  is  in  the  process  of 
deciding  which  university  offer  to 
accept. 
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This  year,  more  than  one  hundred 
students  took  part  in  academic 
competitions  at  regional  and 
national  levels.  Results  in  the 
compulsory  testing  in  reading  and 
writing  for  all  grade  9  students 
indicate  that  we  have  maintained 
our  number  one  standing  in  York 
Region  by  a  wider  margin  than  in 
the  previous  year.  In  the  Ontario 
Biology  competition,  St.  Andrew's 
came  sixteenth  out  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-five  schools,  and  in 
Mathematics,  some  sixty  boys 
participated  regularly,  twice  as  many 
of  whom  surpassed  last  year's 
results.  Of  particular  note  is  Roger 
Chan's  perfect  score  in  the 
University  of  Waterloo  Gauss 
contest. 

It  would  require  much  research  to 
unearth  a  more  successful  athletic 
year  than  1995-96.  Our 
representative  teams  now  number 
fifty-seven  in  nineteen  different 
sports.  Twenty-three  of  those  teams 
came  either  first  or  second  in  their 
respective  divisions.- — . 

Only  First  teams  can  win  official 
championships  in  the  Independent 
School  Competitions.  This  year  five 
of  our  First  teams  won  such 
championships.  For  the  first  time  in 
the  School's  history,  the  cross- 
country team  took  first  place  out  of 
eight  schools.  First  Basketball, 
though  a  definite  underdog,  won  for 
the  fourth  time  in  six  years  under 
Coach  Josselyn.  First  Hockey 
distinguished  itself  by  winning  the 
prestigious  MacPherson  tournament, 
by  finishing  first  in  Independent 
League  play,  and  by  gaining  entry  to 
the  OFSSA  Provincial 
championships.  Nordic  skiing  took 
top  honours  in  both  the 
Independent  League  and  in  York 
Region.  Finally,  First  Rugby  thrilled 
us  all  by  defeating  a  highly  rated 
T.C.S.  team  to  earn  yet  another 
championship  for  S.A.C. 

Six  years  ago,  Mr.  William  Scoular 
launched  Focus,  a  three-day  Arts 
Festival  that  has  given  the  students 
an  outlet  for  their  artistic,  musical 
and  thespian  talents.  Each  festival 


seems  to  be  more  successful  than 
the  previous  one.  It  was  certainly 
the  case  this  year  when  our  painters 
and  sculptors,  our  choir  and  bands, 
our  poets  and  writers,  our  directors 
and  producers  of  eleven  plays, 
educated  and  entertained  the 
School  community  with  some 
humorous,  dramatic  and  highly 
sensitive  productions. 

This  was  a  fitting  conclusion  to  a 
cultural  year  in  which  we  staged  The 
Importance  of  Being  Earnest  in  the 
fall,  and  Damn  Yankees  in  the 
winter  term.  The  musical,  Damn 
Yankees,  involved  upwards  of  fifty 
boys  in  various  capacities  working 
either  on  or  back  stage. 
Furthermore,  delightful 
performances  by  the  Pipes  and 
Drums,  and  the  newly  formed 
Military  Band,  Jazz  Ensemble, 
Concert  Band  and  Choir  enriched 
campus  life  throughout  the  year. 

Senior  and  Junior  debaters 
entered  a  full  complement  of 
tournaments  and  competitions.  Our 
top  seniors  competed  in  an 
international  public  speaking  event 
in  Boston,  and  some  of  our  most 
promising  Grade  9's  travelled  to 
Bermuda  over  the  Thanksgiving 
Weekend  for  a  series  of  debates. 

Special  mention  goes  to  Pierre 
Alexandre  Filion  who  established 
himself  as  the  best  bilingual  debater 
in  Central  Ontario. 

The  most  ambitious  undertaking 
of  the  year  in  this  field  was  the 
hosting  of  the  Nora  McRae  Public 
Speaking  Tournament  here  at  St. 


Andrew's  in  April.  Our  thanks  to  a 
corps  of  seventy  volunteer  judges 
and  Messrs.  Rupert  Ray  and  Bob 
Arril  who  co-ordinated  this  event. 

For  the  third  time  in  five  years,  a 
group  of  students  travelled  to  the 
Himalayas  for  a  six-week  journey 
with  the  sherpas  of  Nepal.  Following 
a  third  visit  to  the  School  by  Sir 
Edmund  and  Lady  Hillary,  eight 
well-prepared  boys  and  two  teachers 
took  up  the  challenge  of  Mount 
Everest.  After  a  period  of 
acclimatization,  the  group 
endeavoured  to  complete  the 
painting  of  a  monastery  at  an 
altitude  of  fifteen  thousand  feet. 
The  nature  of  an  educational 
institution  is  one  of  flux  and  change: 
each  year,  some  eighty  graduates 
proffer  their  goodbyes,  while  others 
head  in  different  directions.  The 
constants  are  the  traditions,  the 
ethos,  the  philosophy  —  and  the 
staff.  This  particular  school  year  will 
witness,  however,  some  changes  in 
the  latter. 

This  June  marks  the  end  of  Mike 
Hanson's  nine-year  tenure  as 
Housemaster  of  Macdonald  House. 
We  are  deeply  grateful  to  him  for  his 
efforts  on  behalf  of  all  grade  7,  8  and 
9  boarders  during  that  period.  A 
formidable  task  and  a  job  well  done, 
Mike  &  Diane.  Mr.  Robert  Giel  has 
been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr. 
Hanson  and  will  become  only  the 
eighth  Housemaster  of  Macdonald 
House. 

Since  1982,  the  School  has 
benefitted  from  the  services  of  a 
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master  craftsman,  a  cabinet  maker, 
a  Mr.  Fix-it,  all  in  the  person  of  Roy 
Meacock.  Just  about  every  room  in 
the  School  bears  Roy's  signature.  He 
will  be  missed,  as  he  carves  out  a 
well-deserved  retirement. 

Leaving  us  to  pursue  his  studies 
in  forestry  at  the  University  of 
Auckland,  New  Zealand,  is  Mr.  Peter 
Carnegie,  who  for  the  past  three 
years  has  been  the  assistant- 
housemaster  of  Macdonald  House. 
Peter  has  been  invaluable,  especially 
with  the  grade  7's  and  8's.  He  has 
spearheaded  many  a  squash 
tournament,  and  this  last  term,  he 
coached  our  First  Cricket  team  to  an 
outstanding  season.  We  thank  you 
sincerely,  Peter.  He  will  be 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Nick  Tsioros  '88. 

The  School's  first  Archivist, 
Douglas  Worling,  class  of  '50,  has 
reached  that  magical  age  when  the 
smart  ones  among  us  decide  to  seek 
a  reward  for  all  their  years  of  hard 
work.

Members  of  the  graduating  class 
of  1996,  as  your  last  day  as  a 
schoolboy  here  moves  swiftly  by, 
these  surroundings  may  provide  a 
setting  for  thoughts  on  what  St. 
Andrew's  has  meant  to  you. 


Why  did  you  come  to  this  School? 
You  came  here,  first  and  foremost,  to 
acquire  knowledge. 

Never  scorn  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge.  However  much  the  map 
of  learning  changes  throughout  your 
life,  you  will  find  yourself  living  off 
some  of  the  intellectual  capital  that 
you  acquired  here. 

Yet  learning  how  to  analyze  a 
problem,  be  it  in  chemistry  or 
maths,  or  how  to  express  yourself 
clearly  and  succinctly,  important 
though  these  skills  are,  is  not  what 
most  of  you  have  sought  here.  It  is 
not  the  retention  of  specific 
information  scribbled  in  a  notebook 
that  will  mark  you  for  life  as 
belonging  to  the  class  of  1996.  It  is, 
rather,  the  acquisition  of  particular 
behaviour,  attitudes  and  values. 
I  hope  that  your  years  at  this  School 
have  taught  you  to  see  the  world 


through  a  critical  lens  and  to  be 
polite  when  you  dissent,  and  modest 
when  you  assert. 

I  hope  that  you  will  take  with  you 
from  here  the  deeper  realization 
that  human  worth  is  measured  not 
by  the  acquisition  of  things  or  of 
power,  or  by  importance  of  position, 
but  on  other  less  easily  defined 
qualities:  compassion,  humour,  a 
sense  of  beauty,  honesty  and 
integrity  -  qualities  that  outreach 
and  outlast  selfish  interests  and  the 
concerns  of  the  day. 

But  most  of  all,  I  hope  that  your 
years  at  St.  Andrew's  have  given  you 
one  greater  quality:  generosity  of 
spirit.  By  generosity  of  spirit,  I  mean 
freedom  from  ignorance,  bigotry  and 
a  narrow  life.  I  mean  a  sense  of 
brotherhood  and  a  deep  respect  and 
tolerance  for  your  fellow  man  or 
woman  no  matter  what  his  or  her 
race,  religion  or  social  status. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  ask  you 
to  look  around  you  today  -  to  relish 
and  preserve  in  your  mind's  eye  and 
your  memory  this  treasured  moment 
at  this  classically  beautiful  School. 

Never  again  will  you  graduates  be 
at  this  pure  moment  of  your 
existence,  when  all  the  roads  are 
open  to  you.  Perhaps  never  again 
will  you  have  friends,  colleagues  and 
teachers  as  pure  in  their  friendship. 
Never  again,  probably,  will  your 
families  be  quite  so  specially  proud 
of  you. 

So,  as  you  pass  through  the 
Memorial  Gates  for  the  last  time  as 
a  student  of  St.  Andrew's,  seize  the 
moment  joyfully.  And  always 
remember  these  golden  days.

Financial  results  for  the  year 
ended  June  30, 1996  were  very 
strong.  The  Endowment  Fund  of  the 
S.A.C.  Foundation  increased  from 
$7,222,000  at  the  end  of  1995,  to 
$8,718,000  -  a  total  of  just  over  20% 
in  one  year.  Over  the  past  five  years, 
the  Endowment  Fund  has 
experienced  exceptional  growth  - 
from  a  total  of  $2,571,000  in  June  of 
1991,  to  the  current  level  -  which 
clearly  reflects  the  outstanding 
support  of  the  School's  'family'. 

A  number  of  key  factors  led  to  the 
increase  over  the  past  year.  Old  Boys 
continue  to  strongly  support  the 
endowed  funds  named  for  special 
Andreans  such  as  Dick  Gibb,  Jim 
Hamilton  and  Barney  Tudball. 
Individuals  and  families  are  building 
their  own  endowed  accounts  under 
the  umbrella  of  the  Foundation. 
Bequests  and  other  planned  gifts 
make  dramatic  and  key  additions  to 
endowment.  In  this  past  year  we 
received,  and  acknowledge  with 
sincere  thanks,  the  generous 
bequest  of  the  late  John  S.  Ellis  '32. 

The  Trustees  of  the  S.A.C. 
Foundation,  under  the  exemplary 
leadership  of  David  Rea  '53,  have 
provided  stability  and  planning  to 
assist  the  investment  portfolio 
managers  Jarislowsky,  Fraser  &  Co. 
and  the  managed  portfolio  has 
benefitted  greatly  over  the  past 
twelve  months  from  strong  market 
conditions. 

The  growth  and  strength  of  the 
Endowment  Fund  lead  directly  to 
the  growth  and  strength  of  the 
student  body.  With  annual  fees 


reaching  the  level  of  $22,900.  for  a 
boarding  student  and  $13,800  for  a 
day  boy,  the  need  for  an  effective 
scholarship  and  bursary  program  is 
acute. 

The  S.A.C.  Foundation  has 
increased  its  support  of  the  School's 
scholarship  and  bursary  needs 
considerably  over  the  past  few  years, 
and  a  record  number  of  boys  were 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  program. 

Another  financial  highlight  of  the 
year  just  ended  was  the  $100,000  gift 
from  the  R.S.  McLaughlin 
Foundation  in  support  of  the 
School's  phenomenal  computer 
network  which  is  second  to  none  in 
Independent  education  in  this 
country.  The  McLaughlin 
Foundation  has  always  lent  a 
sympathetic  ear  to  the  needs  of  St. 
Andrew's  College  and  we  gratefully 
acknowledge  their  support. 

The  alumni  and  development 
team  has  expanded  with  the 
addition  of  Michael  Roy  '85  who  will 
be  spearheading  the  plans  for  the 
Centennial  of  the  College  in  1998-99, 
and  who  will  also  be  assisting  with 
Old  Boys'  annual  giving. 

The  Headmaster,  faculty  and 
administration  join  me  in  thanking 
Old  Boys,  Parents  and  Past  Parents 
for  their  contributions  of  just  over 
$1  million  in  1995-96,  and  we  all 
look  forward  to  continued  strength 
and  growth  of  St.  Andrew's  College 
in  future  years.
